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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Applicant's supplemental amendment filed on June 1 0, 2008, was received. 
Claims 1 and 17 have been amended. Claims 6-7 have been cancelled. Claims 14-16 
have been withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
Therefore, Claims 1-5, 8-13 and 17 are pending in this office action. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel Claims 14, 15 and 16. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of Claims 
14-16, drawn to non-elected species without traverse. Accordingly, Claims 14-16 are 
cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-5, 8-13 and 17 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art, Yi et al. (US 6,586,1 23 B1 ), does not teach or fairly suggest a fuel cell unit 
comprising at least two fuel cells having an anode and cathode and being electrically 
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coupled to one another. Yi et al. does not disclose wherein the first fuel cell is provided 
with first catalytic coatings on the anode and cathode and the second fuel cell is 
provided with second catalytic coatings on the anode and cathode of the second fuel 
cell that are different from the first catalytic coatings on the first fuel cell, and wherein 
the at least two fuel cells have different quantities of catalytic coatings on the anode and 
cathode such that a quantity of the first catalytic coating on said anode and said 
cathode of said first fuel cell is different correspondingly from a quantity of the second 
catalytic coating on said anode and said cathode of said second fuel cell. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
